Yiam Grey, the “one Gray” whom Pattenham
notices a8 in favor with Henry the Eighth and
then the Protector Bomerset, for writing
“The Hunt is Up” and other ballads; the
“Willipme  Gray” who wrote the celebrated
ballad ageinst Oromwell (in Perey's “Reli-
ques” ), which gave rise to the serios in the

—For the Chaucer Bociety Mr. F. Norgate
will edit a short Latin tract on how to use the
Chilindre, This kind of pocket sun-dial, the
rough watch of the middle ages, has beon
curiously misnnderstood. One MS, and edi-
tor explained it by ‘‘stomach;"” the eatalogner
of the Bloane MSS, treatoed it as a man and
an author, and boldly entered *‘Chilander”
as the writer of the treatise, which Mr, Nor-
gate found, on looking at it, was a short
aecount of how the Chilindre shonld be nsed.

R.,” one of Fairfax's officers at the taking of
Colehester, to the last speech of Sir O. Lucas
when abont to be shot Ly the eonqueror’s
order.
